We 
caught sight of a German down be- 
low us. altogether oblivious of our 
presence so, in turn, we swooped 
down on him and put him out of 
business liis observer was killec. 


“One of the fellows was Lieut. | 
Puryear of Memphis and he went 
down and landed beside the German | 
plane for a souvenir. Unfortunately | 
he found himself inside the German | 
lines and was made prisoner. We 
heard later ne had escaped.” 

Lieut. Gill saw his liveliest action | 
August 10 when he was in a melee 
fight between i6 American scout 
‘planes and 30 German Fokkers. The 
fight occurred over the lines at Cha- 
teau Thierry on the day, according 
‘to Gill, that his outfit was trans- 
ferred to the First American Army. 

“We were protecting an observa- 
| Lion plane carrying a photographer,” 
| Lieut. Gill said. “Hight of us were 
| flying in formation just a little above 
him and eight more plunes were a 
couple of thousand feet above us. 
The fellows higher up engaged 14 
(;erman planes and drove them down 
through some clouds right on our 
heads and were attacked in turn by 
an additional force of 16 German 
planes. Well, it was a grand mix- 
up.
